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Ontario's Oldest Barrister 


The Long Career of Beverley Jones, K.C., Goes 
Back to the Days of “Canada West’ 


By H. R. MORGAN 


N OCTOBER 1, 1864, a young barrister, recently called, 

entered an office in the then Masonic Hall in Toronto 
Street, Toronto, and was duly installed as one of the 
solicitors of the Canada Permanent Mortgage Corporation. 
Although sixty-four years have passed, the same man, now 
grown white-headed and grey-bearded, still makes his way 
daily to the same office building where he acts as one of 
the legal advisors of the same financial institution; and, 
what is more, in spite of an age which the world regards 
as extreme, illness has not prevented his regular attention 
to business for a matter of more than three years. 

The possessor of this unusual professionali record is 
Beverly Jones, head of the legal firm of Jones & Leonard, 
who will be 89 years of age on June 11th and who must be 
one of the oldest, if not the very oldest, of working bar- 
risters in the Dominion. Born at a time when Upper Can- 
ada had a very vivid remembrance of the incidents of the 
MacKenzie Rebellion and still in harness after sixty-four

years as a meniber of the Bar, Mr. Jones is one of the 
remarkable old-young men of the country, and the keen 
interest which he takes in current events, the vigor of in- 
tellect as well as of physique that he continues to display, 
betoken a youthfulness of outlook and spirit not generally 
associated with one of his advanced years. Perhaps this 
is due to the fact that in his youth the doyen of the On- 
tario Bar was an active participant in athletics, being as 
skillful a cricketer as he was a yachtsman, and there are 
some very interesting anecdotes of Canadian sport 65 or 70 
years ago that he can relate, including his experiences as 
a member of the crew of the Countess of Dufferin, which 
made an unsuccessful attempt off New York in the 'seven- 
ties to wrest the America's Cup from United States posses- 
sion. Mr. Jones is still interested in aquatics, retains his 
membership in the Royal Canadian Yacht Club and enjoys 
nothing more than a leisurely progress through his beloved 
Thousand Islands, in the vicinity of which he was born 
and brought up. 

A great many things have happened since Beverly 
Jones entered upon the practice of law. That was in the 
year 1864, when Confederation had yet to be accomplished 
and when Ontario was still “Canada West”. The Toronto 
that first he knew as a pupil of Upper Canada College in 
the fifties differed widely from the city in which he resides 
to-day; and so do the customs of the people, the methods 
of transportation and communication and nearly every- 
thing else. Still possessed of a memory that is unfailing 
and of a gift as a raconteur that is the delight of his 
friends, Mr. Jones’ mind can carry him back to days long 
before the advent of railways in Upper Canada and to the 
opening period of steam navigation upon the St. Law- 
rence and Great Lakes. His father, Sidney Jones, was, in- 
deed, one of the pioneers of Upper Canadian steamboating 
as a partner in the celebrated forwarding firm of H. & S. 
Jones, whose side-wheelers, schooners, barges and Durham 
boats plied the waters of the St. Lawrence, Ottawa, Rideau 
and Lake Ontario when Ottawa was still Bytown and when 
Prescott and Kingston were the points of trans-shipment in 
the interprovincial trade. As a boy Weller’s stage-coaches, 
then operated between Toronto and Montreal for want of 
more approved methods of transportation, passed regular- 
ly along the highway skirting his father’s property, and 
Mr. Jones still cherishes memories of the picturesque 
appearance of these coaches and seems to hear once more 
the sound of the horn with which their approach was an- 
nounced. He has also a vivid remembrance of many of 
the principal figures of the pre-Confederation and Confed- 
eration eras and when H. R. H. the Prince of Wales paid 
his most recent visit to Canada, he was one of the few who 
could say that he had joined in the welcome extended to 
his royal grandfather sixty-six years before. 

That was when he was still a student-at-law in the 
office in Brockviile of Hon. A. N. Richards, Q.C., one noted 
for having given to the Ontario Bar well-known 
figures as the Hon. Timothy B. Pardee, the Hon. Christ- 
opher F. Fraser, Judge Herbert S. McDonald, Judge E. J. 
Senkler and Judge W. S. Senkler. Of two of these, Mr. 
Fraser and the future Judge McDonald, Mr. Jones was a 
fellow-student and the fact that six students in all were 
employed in the office points to a mass of litigation now 
happily absent from the rural courts of the province. His 
studies were concluded in the office of the future Judge 
Wilkinson at Napanee, and it was with such admirable 
equipment, coupled with graduation from "Trinity College, 
that he commenced his professional career. 

Mr. Jones has also to his credit service at Ridgeway as

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Recent Acquisitions of Toronto 
Art Gallery 


By STEWART DICK 


mmm it is only a little more than two years 
= since the New Art Gallery of Toronto was opened 
already great strides have been made towards the form- 
ation of an important collection. Not a little encour- 
aging also is the interest of the public in the institution 
shown by the large attendance particularly on Sunday 
afternoons. 

The Bulletin just issued by the Gallery calls atten- 
tion to the most recent acquisitions: 

SCULPTURE 

A good beginning has been made towards filling the 
great central sculpture hall, which is the most striking 
feature of the building. 

Two works have been acquired by the great French 
master, August Rodin, who stands out as the most con- 
spicuous figure in French sculpture of the last century. 
Removed alike from the gay and witty outlook of the 
18th century, and the severe classicism which succeeded 
it, he harks back to the rugged strength of Donatello 
and some of the other early Italian masters. Of peasant 
origin, like his great compatriot, the painter Jean Fran- 
cois Millet, he sweeps aside the conventions of society, 
and gets right down to humanity itself. 

He is represented here by the marble figure of Eve, 
and by the terra-cotta head, a study for one of the 
figures in the group “The Burghers of Calais”, a replica 
of which presented to the British nation, now stands on 
the Thames Embankment. 

The first, a smaller version of the large figure in the 
Metropolitan Museum, New York, is full of palpitating 
life, the marble almost taking on the softness and 
mobility of flesh. 

The head of the Burgher is more striking, and forms 
a realistic study of great tragic power. In viewing such 
a work it is strange to note how in the hands of a 
master the most diverse methods yield ultimately the 
same result. Here through realism not idealism, 
through the concrete not the abstract, we reach the 
goal of absolute beauty. 

We turn now to two other works of even more im- 
portance by the Servian sculptor—Jugoslav we should 
now call him—Ivan Mestrovic, undoubtedly the greatest 
sculptor of today. 

Born in a little village of Slavonia, in 1883, a simple 
peasant lad he tended his flocks on the rugged hillsides, 
and at night fashioned with his knife w'ooden articles 
for domestic use. In this work he was encouraged by 
the village priest for whom he carved his first crucifix.

His mind too was filled with the old romantic tales and 
legends of his race. Later he was apprenticed to a marble 
cutter in the town of Split and from 1900 to 1904 pur- 
sued his studies at the Academy in Vienna. Then fol- 
lowed two years in Paris during which his work brought 
him the enthusiastic encouragement of Rodin. 

He first attracted general notice at the International 
Exhibition at Rome in 1911, where his sculpture was the 
main feature of the Servian pavilion, and in 1915 an 
exhibition at the Victoria and Albert Museum, London, 
brought him to the knowledge of the British public. Of 
recent years his work has been largely shown in 
America. 

Mestrovie's sculpture is the result of the blendinz 
of several influences. Of simple peasant stock he has 
as his mental background the legendary lore of his 
ative land, and his religious outlook has a direct sim- 
plicity which instinctively finds its expression through 
the old rigid Byzantine formula. But he is also a highly 
trained and completely equipped craftsman, familiar 
with the masterpieces of Greece and of Italy, and at 
will incorporating something of their qualities in his 
work. 

One of the acquisitions is the kneeling figure in 
prayer of his mother, hewn out of white marble—the 
generous gift of Mrs. Timothy Eaton. Here we have 
something very poignant, the old peasant woman, her 
hands clutched in an agony of supplication. One thinks 
of Rembrandt's painting in the Hermitage collection of 
the old woman, grief stricken and worn, and yet fu!l 
of a pathetie dignity. Notice the simplicity yet decor 
ative effectiveness of the lines of the drapery, and con- 
trasted with this the intensity of expression in the mod 
elling of face and hands. 

The other example is the colossal bronze head of 
Moses—an inspired work. It is this supreme quality ot 
inspiration which differentiates Mestrovic's work from 
that of Rodin, and lifts it to a higher plane. No such 
forceful presentation of the Hebrew law giver has ap- 
peared since Michelangelo fashioned his great figure for 
the tomb of Pope Julius II 

Personally I think a mistake has been made in plac- 
ing the head on so low a pedestal. The pedestal should 
be at least eight feet high and its place is the centre 
of the gallery. Moses is on the slopes of Mount Sinai 
looking down on the Israelites, to whom with uplifted 
finger he proclaims the edicts of the law. 

One extremely fascinating phase of Mestrovie's work 
not represented in the gallery is his low relief in wood 
Here he deals with scriptural subjects treated in the 
Byzantine tradition, stiff and formal, but with wonder 
fully beautiful harmonies of line and surface, and with

great depth of religious feeling. Perhaps it is in these 
panels that his genius finds its most personal impression. 

American and Canadian sculpture is represented by 
the two charming studies by Paul Manship of Diana, and 
Acteon, already reproduced in Saturday Night, and by 
the study of an athlete by Dr. R. Tait Mackenzie. 

PAINTING 

When we turn to the sphere of painting, some inter- 
The most im 
portant of these is the Venetian portrait of a gentleman 
by Paris Bordone. Painted at the time when the in- 
fluence of Giorgione still strongly affected Venetian art, 
it is soft and glowing in colour and full of poetic sug- 
gestion. 

To this elusive work there could not be a greater 
contrast than the portrait by Sargent of the famous 
violinist, Dr. Joachim. It reveals at once the strength 
and the limitations of the modern master. As a render- 
ing of flesh and textures, the catching of an attitude, the 
exact expression of tones and values—in short a com- 
plete presentment of a momentary appearance, it is 
marvellous, but no fibre in Sargent seems to have re- 
sponded to the inner man, the marvellous artist whom 
we knew as Joachim. 

Then we have the brilliant figure study of ballet 
dancers dressing ''Tights and Tarlaton'" by Mrs. Laura 
Knight, A.R.A., permanently lent to the gallery by the 
Canadian National Exhibition, 1927 Here we have a 
painting of marvellous cleverness, drawn and modelled 
with great technical skill—in its way a tour de force 
But it is a picture entirely lacking in charm, and 
strangely sexless. It interests us but leaves us quite 
cold.

They chose as their opening per- 
formance a series of scenes (for it 
can scarcely be described as a coher- 
ent play) from “The Brothers Kara- 
mazov." The choice was unfortunate, 
for “The Brothers Karamazov” on the 
stage is static and confused and was 
bound to frighten away many play- 
goers of good-will who knew no Rus- 
sian. The reviews were either unfav- 
orable or faint in their praise, and 
people began to say that, as this was 
not Stanislavsky’s present company, 
the use of the name of the Moscow 
Art Theatre was unjustifiable and in 
the nature of an imposition on the 


public. The Russian season conse- 
quently hung fire, pending a better 


performance and an explanation of the 
facts. 

Mme. Germanova at once published 
an admirable and discreet letter in 
The Times, from which it appeared 
that there had been no kind of im- 
position and that the use of the 
famous name was fully justified. Dur- 
ing the civil war in Russia a great 
part of the Moscow Art Theatre had 
gone into exile; some had returned 
later to Russia; Mme. 
Germanova among them, had remain- 
ed abroad. It is this foreign group, 
with its operations at 
Prague, which has been visiting Lon- 
don.

“Very well,” says 
the indignant Korschunovy to his fian- 
cée’s father, “since I have been so in- 
sulted in your house, I will not marry 
your daughter, and, if I won't marry 
her, you will have all the difficulty in 
the world in discovering some one who 
will.” Torzov, angered by this threat, 
exclaims that he will marry her to any 
one—even to his own clerk, if he 
pleases. And there, you see, is the ro- 
mantic lovers’ opportunity, and there 
is the way prepared for an end of 
happiness and rejoicing. 

It is, I admit, a conventional and 
artificial story, but what opportunities 
it gives to actors who know how to 
play it! First the clerk, timidly mak- 
ing love to Liubov with little hope 
that she, his master’s daughter, will 
look favorably upon him; then some 
friends of his, playing string instru- 
ments and singing songs until they 
are interrupted by the infuriated Tor- 
zov; then the clerk’s discovery, from a 
note she has left with him, that Liu- 
bov loves him after all. And the se- 
cond act is the act of the party, full of 
delightful ceremonies and childlike 
games, full of laughter and gayety and 
performing bears and candlelight, in- 
terrupted by the unwelcome invasion 
of Korschunov. 

At this point one sees the Russian

House.” In “The Enclosed Garden,” 
now done into fair English by H. L. 
Stuart and provided with an Introdue 
tion by Andre Maurois, he provides a 
similar and even grimmer study of 
the intensification, not of love itself, 
but of the longing to love, in a seven 
teen-year-old French girl of the lower 
bourgeoisie 

Adrienne Mesurat lives in a small 
French town with her father and her 
older sister The father is a retired 
writingmaster of no intellect and of 
intolerable selfishness and. narrow 
ness. The sister is dying of tubercu 
losis, but none of the family will ad 
mit the fact. because it would disturb 
the household routine to have it ad 
mitted. Adrienne has absolutely no 
human contacts except. with these two 
persons a circumstance which is 
vital to Mr. Green’s intended effect 
but exceedingly dificult to account for. 





ESTHER FORBES 


(In “Wuthering Heights,” with which 
this novel has been much compared, 
the isolation is far better arranged). 
The story opens with the first dawn- 
ing of Adrienne's *emotional fixation" 
on a  forty-year old doctor living 
across the way who once lifts his hat 
while passing her on the road. It ends 
a few months later with her first con- 
versation with the doctor, from which 
she learns that love between them is 
impossible, and which throws her into 
a state of complete and hopeless 
amnesia, nature's one method of re 
lieving the mind which has been tor- 
tured until it can bear no more. Only 
two other characters enter into the 
action of this unusually long novel: a 
woman of immoral character on whose 
sympathy Adrienne is driven by cir 
cumstances to throw herself, and the 
doctor's sister, who shows herself only 
to prevent the doctor from sacrificing 
himself to this preposterous love. The 
atmosphere of isolation and of im- 
prisonment (which is quite as much 
the result of Adrienne's own abnormal 
sensibility as of her circumstances) is 
suggested with relentless fidelity; the 
poor girl marches to her doom as if 
with a gendarme on either hand. 
Every other outlet for human feeling 
is cut off; she knows no one, has no 
hopes for the future, no knowledge of 
how other people order their lives; the 
figure of the doctor (an imaginary fig 
ure, for she knows nothing of the real 
man) grows larger and larger until i: 
occupies her whole mind; she finds 
that it has no connection with reality;

Othe Soviet statistics 
say there is one commercial theatre 
for every 67.905 people 

Movie-producing firms n Russia 
are the Sovkino and Mejrabpom-Russ 
of Moscow, Armenkino and Goskin 
prom-Gruzii of Transcaucasia, Vufku 


of Ukraine, Uzbekgoskino of Tashkent 
(Soviet Turkestan, Middle Asia), Bel 
goskino of Minsk (Western Russia), 
and Gosvoenkino, or the military divi 
sion of the Soviet movies. 


All these firms, as well as a few 
lesser ones, belong to the State. There 
is no private movie-making in Russia 
at present. 

The Sovkino is the largest and the 
most influential group. During 1927- 
28 the Sovkino produced 51 big “edu- 
cation” films; 1926-27 figures are as 
follows: the Sovkino produced 42 pro- 
gram features and 54 big educationals, 
many nature-view films as well as a 
weekly newsreel. It is intended to pro- 
duce the newsreel twice a week. 

The Vulfku, or the Ukrainian group, 
has released 38 program features dur- 
ing the past season. Other groups lag 
far behind the Sovkino and Vufku in 
production. 

Several large studios are being built 
in Russia at present. The Sovkina is 
building a studio in the Sparrow Hills, 
near Moscow. It will cost $2,000,000, 
and construction will take three years. 
The Soviet delegation, which is ex- 
pected in the United States shortly, 
comes here to study the new methods 
and models of the American movie in- 
dustry to apply them in the construc- 
tion cf the new studio. When finished, 
the new Moscow studio will have 15 
sets and will produce 60 program fea- 

es annually 

Ihe Vufku group is building a large 
studio in Kieff. It will cost around 
$3,000,000 and will be ready by this 
October. The Belgoskino puts finishing 
touches to a new studio in Leningrad.

writers to its audiences. The latest 
production was a play by E. G. Kol- 
benheyer called “Heroic Emotions.” 
The play is really a trilogy in six pic- 
tures. It deals with the conflict of 
Giordano Bruno and Pope Clement 
VIII. It is a tragedy of genius. 
Strangely constructed, the piece shows 
the life of this man by contrasts. It 
begins in a murky monastic cell, with 
the revelation of Bruno’s genius. It 
takes its leading character into the 
outside world, and finally returns him 
to a solitude in which he attains full 
ripeness, which ends in death. 

The first path is light, with humor- 
ous touches. The second part is cynical 
and scathing in its irony. The third 
part is peaceful and beautiful in its 
portrayal of the deep emotions of the 
man Bruno. Giordano has had a reve- 
lation in the monastery at Nola. He is 
accused of being a heretic. While he 
is being examined by church authori- 
ties he goes out into the world to seek 
support, and travels from courts to 
universities. Great nobles take his 
part, and the church is afraid to at- 
tack him. However, the nobles who 
support Bruno do so because of in- 
terest in what they term magic, and 
not because they are convinced of the 
true greatness of his ideals. 

Giovanni Mocenigo wants to “learn” 
Bruno's art, but when he finds that 
there is nothing to "learn" he joins 
the ranks of Giordano’s enemies. 
Bruno is forced to make three tests 
of his conviction by the dramatist, 
and he withstands all inducements be- 
cause of his great faith in his ideals. 
Death is the final result—a sacrifice to 
his ideal of life and religion. One 
scene; where Bruno is brought face to 
face with the Pope and is cross-exam- 
ined by the latter, is splendidly built. 
The greatness of both men and what 
they represent has been accentuated 
by the author, as well as by the care- 
ful direction of Gustav Lindemann. 
The rendering of this work was a dar- 
ing bit of theatrical direction, but the 
reception given the author, and the 
actors at the end of the play showed 
that the audience approved of the ex- 
periment. 

From all reports which come from 
Russia, one would suppose that they 
have no variety in their motion pic- 
tures. There is always the political 
element to be considered. There is al- 
ways the danger of producing some- 
thing which might be taken in the 
wrong way by the government. In the 
latest example of Russian motion pic- 
ture development playing in Berlin we 
see that all the above is not true 
There are plenty of bourgeois prob- 
lems in the country sans bourgeoise 
There is a chance to win the govern- 
ment lottery; to become rich over- 
night; to demand new quarters and 
to have to fight one’s way into an 
apartment 

The tale told in “Moscow, it laughs 
and it cries” is one of a simple shop 
girl who becomes rich overnight. Hei 
love affair with a student is taken out 
of purely romantic bounds by clever 
film tricks. There are many interest- 
ing sidelights on life in Moscow. Mar- 
riage is a simple process. One runs to 
the police and the official crosses out 
the word “single.” Landlords force 
their tenants into the streets in Mos 
cow just as they do in New York. In 
termingled with these bits of Moscew 
life one finds a great deal of horse 
play and an American sort of comedy. 

The film is interesting because it 
shows that the Russians are trying 
i0 get away from morbidity and depth 
and are anxious to experiment with 
sunshine. There is still much crudity 
in the film; much technical deficiency, 
but most of this can be overlooked in 
the face of the sound attempt to give 
the “proletariat” a little fun for its 
money.

HE Toronto Conservatory of Music 

has announced the appointment of 
Mr. Norman Wilks, the well known 
English pianist, to its staff. Born in 
Kent, Mr. Wilks showed signs of musi- 
cal ability at an early age. As a boy he 
won a singing scholarship for the 
Duke of Newcastle’s private choir, and 
at school, later on, was allowed special 
privileges for musical study. It was 
not, however, till after two years of 
business training, that he decided on 
music as a profession. Work then be- 
gan in earnest under Prout, Hol- 
brooke, and Michael Hambourg, fol- 
lowed by a year at the Conservatoire 
in Brussels. After a few recitals in 
England and Belgium, Norman Wilks 
went to Germany, where he spent 
some time under Breithaupt and La- 
mond. A brilliant future was predict- 
ed for him after his debut in Berlin, 
and many appearances followed on the 
Continent and in England. In the Win- 
ter of 1913 he played six times with 
the Boston Symphony Orchestra un- 
der Dr. Muck, and twice in New York 


with orchestra and in recital. A fur- 
ther tour of the United States was 
frustrated by the outbreak of war. 


Joining the forces in France in Octo- 
ber, 1914, Norman Wilks was wounded 
at the battle of Arras in 1917, and 
after a year in hospital, performed 
light duty in England till 1919.

She has one far known name in liter- 
ature- Haliburton. She has a roll of 
worthies her sister provinces will find 
it hard to match She had the first 
newspaper, the first legislature, the 
first university, the first provincial 
history, the first famous writer, the 
first literary movement in what is 
now Canada 

The chapter on “Storied Halifax" 
vives a most interesting glimpse into 
this romantic and fascinating old city 
Her many beauties of situation and 
native charm are mentioned but the 
author says any fool ean see these: 
"My pleasing task is to reveal what 
remains secret to the eye of sense." 
He sets forth the historical past of 
Halifax, which owes its existence to 
military necessity, built and settled 
by men from disbanded regiments and 
paid-off ships For a century and a 
half Halifax was a garrison town and 
naval station The “Grand Parade” 
was hewn out of the spruce forest in 
1749 by Cornwalliss axemen, when 
Halifax was an encampment of log 
huts The Duke of Kent, father of 
Gueen Victoria, resided in Halifax for 
six years as Commander oť the 
Forces 

The Hon. Edward Cornwallis, the 
first. governor, comes in for great 
praise for the way in which he per 
formed the heavy task he took in 
hand when in 1749 he came to torm a 
new province for England. There is 
a splendid tribute to this young son 
of a noble family who in the face of 
the greatest difficulties made a success 
of what in the hands of one less firm 
and capable might have been a mel- 
ancholy failure. Unfortunately, the 
authorities at home did not under- 
stand his troubles and their fault- 
tinding was one of the hardest things 
he had to bear. 

The Province House, the Memorial 
Tower, Old Kings, and Old St. Paul's 
all have chapters devoted to them and 
every one is brimming with interest- 


Of St. Paul's, the oidest Prot ant 





Church in Canda, standing where it 
has stood for more than a century and 
a half, he says: “London in the eigh- 
teenth century, the London Hogarth 
drew is what St. Paul’s inevitably sug- 
gests. As a Royal foundation built 
with British gold, it breathes of 
steady, unchanging custom. Sir Roger 
de Coverly, Mr. Spectator and Dr. 


4x samuel Johnson would find them- 


selves uite at home in these box-like 
pews and would observe no striking 
innovation in ritual or order." There 
are memorials, brasses, ancient 
shields and flags; Jüsgre are portraits 
and prints and relies; “to wander 
about these precincts is to converse 
with by-gone generations.” 

A delightful chapter, "A Day in 
Dolcefar", deals with another aspect 
of Halifax—Doleefar is Dr. Mac- 
Mechan's loving name for the city 
where the people have learned the art 
of moderation in their work, allow- 
ing themselves to play and rest and 
invite their souls. 

The later chapters are devoted 
mainly to the beauties of nature as 
found on this peninsula. The won-* 
derful winding roads, resplendent, 
perfumed orchards, the blueness of 
the sea and the sky and over all the 
charm that comes from a romantic 
atmosphere and sane living, are all 
dwelt upon. Archibald MacMechan 
has succeeded in revealing the spirit 
of the place; to read his book is to 
long most fervently to spend a long 
vacation in Dolcefar and the sur- 
rounding country- adding in this case 
'Niente" of which the author says he 
avoids all insinuation 

The make-up of the book is excel 
lent and in keeping with the beauty 
of the subject the decorations by 
Thoreau Macdonald are particularly 
attractive

Ultra-violet rays do not penetrate 
ordinary window glass, or clothing 
except the very lightest in color and 
weight. Nor do they penetrate, to 
any great extent, smoky and dust- 
laden atmosphere. For those who 
can put on bathing suits and enjoy 
the sunshine at a beach on ocean, 
lake, or river, the problem of getting 
sufficient ultra-violet radiation is 
solved. But you may receive the 
benefits of the sun’s rays at home by 
lying without clothing in its unob- 
structed light, or by using a canvas 
tent, without a top, in the yard, on 
the roof, or open porch. 
Sun baths, taken regularly, increase 
the red corpuscles of the blood. The 
supply of calcium, iron and phos- 
ge in the blood is augmented. 
fany physical disturbances partially 
due to sunlight starvation—notably 
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rickets and anemia—can be relieved 
by daily sun baths. Certain skin 
diseases can be healed more rapidly 
when treated by the sun’s rays. Sun 
baths are a valuable tonic for the 
organs of the body. The ultra- 
violet rays kill bacteria and germs. 
Dr. Sun’s best office hours are in the 
early morning and late afternoon. 
At mid-day his treatment is more 
likely to scorch than to heal. Too 
much noon-day sunshine does more 
harm than good.

muscles) as the Atlantic outweighs 
the contents of the Olympic swim- 
ming pool."

The New Era of Prosperity 


Prospects Never Bettergfor World Trade Activity 


and General Rise 


in Individual Wealth. Export Business Offers Growing 
Opportunity for arida Manufacturer-- How 
Existing Services May be Utilized

EFORE investigating the methods by which the Cana- 

dian manufacturer may extend his connections in 
foreign countries, let us consider the general outlook for 
world trade with a view to determining the probable trend 
of development in the immediate future. The years of un- 
precedented business activity in the United States and 
Canada have led observers to look for a similar revival in 
Europe. Moderate but undoubted progress has been noted, 
but until quite recently improvement has been too uneven 
to Warrant confidence in a prolonged period of better than 
normal business conditions. 

Checked and impeded by the instability of the financial 
situation and by violently fluctuating price levels with their 
adverse effects upon business, the readjustment in world 
conditions has been gradual. During this period the weaker 
factors in each industry have been eliminated.  Consoli- 
dation, improvement in processes, and the installation of 
more modern machinery have served to secure efficiency 
and to cut down costs. The international movement toward 
the formation of cartels has prevented competition from 
being carried to disastrous limits, and impressive headway 
has been made in improving the economic relationship 
between former enemy countries, but the outstanding fac- 
tor tending toward a return to prosperity 
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ment of financial equi 
price levels. 

Although Great Britain and Germany have been oper- 
ating on a gold basis for three years, their 
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general finan- 
cial situation remains somewhat unstable. In Germany, the 
destruction of liquid capital during the period of inflation 
produced a decidedly abnormal situation in the years which 
succeeded, and for Great Britain a period of readjustment 
necessarily followed the deflation concurrent with the re- 
turn to gold. Moreover, the banking situation in London 
has been affected by events in other European countries 
and only in recent months since Italy, France and Belgium 
have achieved exchange stability can the situation there 
be regarded as normal. 

The movement which has culminated in the return of 
all the leading industrial and commercial countries to the 
gold or gold exchange standard is rendered doubly impoi 
tant by the fact that gold itself can now be depended upon 
to occupy a more stable relation to commodities due to in 
telligent regulation.

But it is not in Europe alone that one finds conditions 
tavourable for an approaching economic renaissance. Ini 
proved communication, resulting in increased contact be- 
tween different parts of countries and with the outside 
world, is rapidly creating new wants in Asia and Africa 
ınd even the most isolated parts of these densely populated, 
but economically backward continents are rapidly recover- 
ing from an age-old lethargy 

One of the most important migrations in history is 
taking place in Asia, where it is authoritatively estimated 
that the movement into Manchuria from the south has 
reached the figure of two million per annum during the 
past two years, In this temperate zone these new settlers 
are devoting their energies to agriculture, along lines 
somewhat similar to those in Canada. The per capita pur- 
power of this population should undoubtedly ex- 
possessed in their old environment.

After going over these records 
carefully, the Foreign Trade Department sent back the 
formation to Mr. Blank that there was a fair volume oí 
imports of Mr. Blank's product in such countries as British 
West Indies, South America, Norway, Sweden, Australia 
and New Zealand, and that altough there was as yet no 
large volume of imports, Japan and China were beginning

He was also advised that letters had been written to 
the Managers of the branches in the British West Indies, 
and in South America, asking them to find out what qual 
ity and style of Mr. Blank’s product was popular in their

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Britain's Foreign Lending 


Experience of World's Greatest Creditor Nation Provides Lesson in Investing Abroad— 


Flow of Money Overseas Reached Twenty Billion Before 


B” FORE the war Great Britain’s in 

vestment in foreign securities was 
conservatively estimated at between 
19 and 20 billion dollars compared 
with 7 billion dollars for France and 5 
billion dollars for Germany.

Six Indicators Out of Ten 
Reveal Higher Fi&ure 


PIHE end of the first month in the 

second quarter of the year shows 
Canadian business activity still mov 
ing on a high level, though the im- 
provement over last year is not so 
great as it was at the end of the first 
quarter. One of ten indicators of con 
ditions which are reported by the 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics, three 
are lower than last year, one in un 
changed, and the other six are highet 
The three which are lower are pig 
iron, coal and exports. On the othe 
hand, steel, coke, bank clearings and 
car loadings are all among the highet 
group 

In the table which follows the state 
of the index for the corresponding 
month last year is taken as 100, and 
the latest index for the present yea!i 
is given as a percentage on that basis 
The results are: Employment, 105; 
pig iron, 97; steel, 104; bank cleat 
ings, 117; car loadings, 112; building 
permits, 100; imports, 106; exports, 
76; coke, 101; coal, 86. 

The employment figure is that re 
ported to the bureau for the first of 
May. Car loadings are for the three 
weeks of May. All the other figures re 
flect conditions during the month of 
April

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Trade with Germany 


Foreign Figures Show Dis- 
tinct Increase for 1927 


TTHE German trade returns for 1927 
give the total value of the imports 

from Canada at 385,900,000 — reichs- 
marks ($91,880,950) as compared with 
262,100,000 reichsmarks ($62,404,760) 
in 1926, writes Trade Commissioner 
L. D. Wilgress, Hamburg, in the forth 
coming issue of the Commercial In- 
telligence Journal. Compared with 
the previous year, the German prelim 
inary trade returns for 1927 show 
considerable increases in the imports 
from Canada of wheat, barley, rye, as- 
bestos, bran, corn, raw zinc, harvest 
ing machines, raw copper, miscellan- 
eous ores, wooden logs, sausage cas 
ings, raw nickel and frozen eels 

The most noteworthy increases were 
in the imports of Canadian barley and 
rye. The preliminary trade returns 
for the previous year did not mention 
Canada as a source of supply for fish, 
meal, zinc ore, chemical pulp, oil 
cakes, buttermilk, lard, honey, coppe! 
waste, butter, other metals, raw furs, 
and inner tubes and casings for mo 
tor vehicle tires, in all of which items 
a fairly considerable import from Can 
‘da was shown for last year 

The principal decreases shown in 
the imports from Canada last year as 
compared with 1926 were in wheat 
flour, oats and cheese. The imports 
of wheat flour from Canada decreased 
from 33,000 metric tons in 1926 to 13, 
763 tons last yea) There were also 
small decreases in the imports from 
Canada of raw lead and salted pork, 
while last year Canada was not men 
tioned as a source of supply for dried 
apples, animal glands and other living 
animals, for which imports from Can 
ada were given in the preliminary 
trade returns for 1926

P THE year 1926, among the 

Poetry Chap Books issued by the 
Ryerson Press of Toronto, was a 
very slender volume entitled ''For- 
feit and Other Poems", So attentu- 
ated in form was this tiny book that 
had it not possessed distinctive 
qualities, it might have slipped 
through the hands of reviewers un- 
noticed. The literary critic of dis- 
crimination, however, saw in the 
Nine Poems the hand of one who 
was a genuine artist. He recognized 
a delicate craftsmanship, a beauty of 
phraseology, a verbal melody, and 
originality of metaphor, that made 
the poems unique. Each one, he felt, 
was authentic, and in no sense of 
the word, derivative. An economy of 
language betrayed the hand of one 
who weighed well the significance of 
every word and phrase. A deep love

age Upon coming to Ontario with 
her husband, she entered upon the 
duties that devolved upon a busy 
clergyman's wife and the mother of 
two children. It was not until some 
years after her marriage that she 
took up a thwarted attempt to write, 
and persevering in it, although inter- 
mittently, she published verse from 
time to time in Canadian and United 
States publications, such as The Can 
adian Magazine, The Canadian Book- 
man, and the New York Delineator.

Old Needlework Exhibition 


VER five hundred pieces of needle- 

work dating from the early 14th 
to the end of the 18th century have 
been collected for the exhibition of 
embroidery in aid of the Royal 
Northern Hospital, which was recently 
held at Sir Philip Sassoon’s house in 
Park-lane, London. 

Experts from the National Gallery 
and other art authorities helped to ar- 
range the exhibits, lent by Lord Sack- 
ville, the Duke of Northumberland, 
and many other famous collectors, to 
the best advantage. The Hardwicke 
collection alone, which included pieces 
by Mary Queen of Scots never until 
now exhibited publicly, is insured for 
£20,000. 

Of great interest were two large 
pieces, used in Tudor times as table- 
cloths, lent by Lord St. Jorn of 
Bletso. Carried out in minutely fine 
petit-point, cross-stitch, and a delicate 
rib-stitching, they were begun by Mar- 
garet Beaufort, the learned lady who 
was the mother of Henry VII. One is
